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THE WEA'VTHER. 
Never. within our memory, have we 
witnessed a greater length of tise without 


rain. Since the first of July we have had : 


but twolight showers, hardly sufficient to 
lay the dust; and with the exception of one 
or two nights.the weather has been intense, 
dind uniformly hot, with scarceiy a breeze to 
revive sinking nature—two showers in the 
early part of July, and two light gales, one 
last Saturday, and one a week or to prev- 
jous. 

Th2 consequence is, that the grass is 

burnt to a einder, and all the latter garden 
vegetables—ccrn, and potatues, in the city 
and surrounding country have entirely fail 
ed. How the people are to get through the 
winter none can foresee. The prospect is 
very gloomy, indeed; turnips. potatoes ard 
cabbages will bring a good price in our mar- 
ket th’'s Wirter, If the drought has been 
extensive, and we fear, it Ine, Congress will 
miss their buckwheat cakes, this win- 
ter. 
. If we do not have rain shortiy, we stall 
have to travel for water. Many of the 
pumps or wells in our fhvighborhood are 
dry, and numbers are flocking to ours, one 
of the best ifr the city—for water—should 
it give out, the citizens on Capitol Hill will 
be in a distressing condii'on. We under- 
stand the wells generally thoughout the 
city 4re very low. 

But the evils resulting from the prolong: 
ed state of the atmosphere at one thing— is 
already showing ita etfects upon the health 
of the citizens. Many of them are prostrate 
wita fevers, and the scarlet fever is raging 
fatally amongst thre children. 

To guard against sickness, which seems 
to be upon the ifcrease, every family ought 
to have a fire in their parfot night and 
morning:and in their sleeping rooms,if pos- 
sible. No one who has not made the ex- 
periment, is aware of the influence of light 
fires in their dwelling, evening and morn: 
ing, the summer through, no matter how 
warin the weether way be, it Puirifiey the 
noxious particles in the vapour which the 
rays of the sun suspends in the day, but 
Which fall copiousiy to the earth in the 
evening, and euters the human systein at 
every breath. 

No one of debicate constitution, or inva-| 


lid,ought to be allowed to sleep in a room, | 
in which fire has not been kindled at least | 
onéé in 24 hours, and all the rooms in’ the | 
upper stories ought to be well aired every 
day in thé year,and particularly large’ board- | 
ing houses. | 

‘This practice, so conducive to’ health, is! 
much neglected in this city, as we seldom | 
see the windows up, and we believe this is 


one cause of so much sickness amofyst the | 
| 
members of Congress, which confines them | 


nearly, if not quite half the session—and: 
many of them die. 

The keepers of boardiag houses owghit to 
be very particular in this respect. And the 
same care ought to be observed in regard, 
to the Capitol —during upwards of 20 years 
we never saw the windows taken out more 
than once or twice. 

What is the meaning of all this? Surely, 
it cannot b2 done throvgh design, to play 

into thé hands of doctors and undertakers. 
Great masses of stone and bricks, the wa- 
ter dripping down the walls, saturated with 
the demp und noxious atmosphere—it must 
take @ constitution of iron to stand it. 
Those who are paid the year round to take 
care of the Capitol, ougitt to be sent to the 
work-house for a violation of that duty, 
which affects the lives of our most valued 
citizens.
